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(57) Abstract: A procedure to identify people 
starting with known methods of fingerprint 
recognition, which classifies the prints according to 
the Vucetich method, subclassifies them according 
to the previous classification, converts them into 
alphanumeric codes, and then converts these into 
barcodes.
